DESCRIPTION OP the TOWNS, &c., in the GULF OF FINLAND. 



OVLF or riKLANB is a spacious and extensive arm of the sea, stretch- 
ing from the northern part of the Baltic to the eastward, as far as St. Petersburg. Its 
northern boundary may be considered to commence at Han^o Head, and its southern 
limit at Dagerort, being about 19 leagues apart. In some places, in the eastern part, 
it is full 20 leagues across, but as you approach the channel leading to St. Petersburg, 
it becomes narrow; its length, from Hango Head to St. Petersburg, is computed at 
73 leagues. Numerous islands and shoals are scattered about this Gim, which hitherto 
have made its navigation extremely hazardous; but these are now most excellently 
rendered safe and conspicuous by lighthouses, beacons, and flags: these latter are 
commonly either white or red, and are supported by high wooden crosses; the greatest 
attention is paid to keep them in repair, and galliots are constantly employed to super- 
intend them during the time the Gulf is navigable. The white flags are placed on the 
northern end of the respective shoals, the red flags are on their soutibern extremities, 
and the lights continue to bum until the winter sets in, which happens generally at 
the latter end of October, or the b^inning of November. Thus the port of Kiga 
(in t^ Baltic) is commonly dosed with ice in October or November, and opened again 
in March or April; Habsal, Rogerwick or Port Baltic, Revel, and tiliose to the east- 
ward, close in November or December, and open again in February or March ; while 
Narva, St. Petersburg, Wyburg, and Frederickshaven close in October and November, 
and all open again in April, except St. Petersburg, which frequently is not freed from 
the ice until the month of May. 

The whole of the shores, north and south, of the Gxdf of Finland, is now included 
in the Russian territorv, and the southern coast is under the jurisdiction of the two 
Governments of Revel and St Petersburg; that of the northern, of Carhelia and 
Nyborg. 

The Government of Revel contains the harbours of Worms Road, Habsal, Roger- 
wick or Port Baltic, Revel, Kolkawick, Paponwick, Monkwick, Kasperwick, Kunda, 
and Narva; the principal of these are Revel and Port Baltic. 

WO&BIS &OADy ox VEEP BAVEH, is situated between the N. Eastern part 
of Dago Island and Worms Island, and afibrds ^ood and spacious anchorage; in war- 
time it was found to be a very convenient station, having an extent of 6 or 7 miles, 
and a depth of water from 6 to 12 fathoms. 

BABSAXiy ox BAPSALy is calculated only for small vessels. Its entrances are 
through the Worms Road, and to the southward of Worms Island, or between Worms 
and Nukoe; there is also a passage to it from the Baltic, through Sele Sound, and also 
from the Gulf of Livonia by Moon Island Channels ; but this is a place little frequented, 
except by the natives, with small crafl. 

PO&T BAXiTICy ox &0OERWICX, is a good place of refuge, affording ample 
shelter in case of necessity. There is a lighthouse at Pakerort to direct you to its entrance, 
and the town and fort stand on the eastern side of the harbour. This was originally

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intended as a station for the Russian fleet, but abandoned, on aeoount of its being 
exposed to the frequent rdiling in of heavy seas» to which tt is subjected. On its 
western side lie the East and West Roge Islands : these are joined together bj a shallow 
fiaJt^ which also stretches southward towards the main, and over which there are only 
6, 9, and 12 feet water. 

ftXTSXy ov MBVAX^ is the capital of the Government, and is considered to have 
tiie best port in the province. In mnt of the harbour lies the Island of Nargen, on the 
north end of which is a lighthouse, with a revolving light. At the bottom of the bay 
stands the Town of Revel, and a little to the eastward of the town is the Cathaiinendal 
Liffhthouse, of great utility in entering.* The Town of Revel b fortified bj a mound 
and ditch; its <£stle stands on a rock, the houses are of bride, and well-built, but the 
streets are narrow and irregular. There are 13 churches, several schools, a foundry 
for cannon, a small palace, and public gardens ; but its cathedral was, in 1820, consumed 
by lightning. Its inhabitants are computed at 13,000. The principal ezjports are 
com, timber, hemp, and spirituous liquors; and its imports are chiefly bay-salt, sugar, 
eoflee, and British manufactures. Two fairs are held annually. 

Kolkawick, Faponwick, Monkwick, and Kasperwick, are all open bays, and places of 
good temporary anchorage. 

XVNDA. — ^This is a bay situated to the southward of Stoneskar, and about 6 leagues 
to the eastward of Kasperwick, well-sheltered from the wind, except to the northward : 
the depth of water is moderate, and the anchorage good, afibrding an excellent retreat 
for vessels in distress, and particularly adapted for merchant-ships. The River Kunda, 
which takes its rise considerably inland, falls into this ba^ ; the shores of this river are 
stocked with extensive forests of fir-trees, and the timber is regularly and expeditiously 
floated down to the saw-nulls, which annually are capable of supplying 240,000 deals, 
of the best quality. It is intended to Aimish this bay with a mole or harbour; but the 
anchoring is so good, and the entrance so easy, that ships can load there at present with 
the greatest ease and safety. 

HA&TA is a place of considerable commerce, distant about 8 miles from the sea; 
its houses are built with bricks, but stuccoed white. In the suburb of Ivan^orod are 
the remains of an ancient and extensive fortress, which overhangs the river m a very 
picturesque manner; there is also a lighthouse standing on the southern bank of the 
river. The depth of water is too little for vessels of any great draught to sfidl up it, so 
that large ships must lie outside of the bar in 6, 8, or 10 fathoms. The exports are 
timber, nemp, flax, and com; and the imports are salt, wine> tobacco, herrings, spices, 
and grocery m general. 

ST. PETEaSBTmO, the camtal of Russia, is built on several islands, l^ritig'at the 
eastern extremity of the Gulf of Finland, at the mouth or entrance of the River Neva; 
it is of a circular form, its diameter being about 4 miles in ^Ktent. The River Neva, 
flowing from East to West, divides it into two parts, the lai|^ar and more populous side 
being to the southward; that part on the north side is divi&d also by anotner branch 
of the Neva, which quits the main stream about the middle of the citv, and runs north- 
westward. This river is so very shallow at its entrance, having a ocer^ with only 7 to 
10 feet over it, that loaded ships cannot approach St. Petersburg within the distance of 

3 or 4 miles. Towards the land, St. Fetersburff lies open; but the approach by sea is 
guarded by the fortress of Cronstadt, and in the middle of the citv is a citadel; the 
situation of the capital is low and level, so that with westerly winds and hi^h tides it 
is much inundated — an evil now endeavoured to be remedied, by depositing large 
<]|uantities of earth wherever new buildings are intended to be erected, embanking the 
rrrer, and making stone auays. There are two bridges over the main stream of the 
Neva, and three over its lesser branches; these are formed of boats, or baizes, moored 
at each end, and covered with planks, which are regularly removed whenever the ice 
renders such removal necessary .f The population of St. Petersburg is estimated at 
little short of 480,000 persons; its commerce is extensive; its exports consist of hemp, 
flax, tallow, leather, iron, skins, cordaee, oil, soap, wax, honey, planks and rafters, fish, 
eaViare, rhubarb, tobacco, isinglass, feathers, and coarse linen; and its imports are 

* A second lighthouse, to the southward of the above, has lately been ereeted, a description 
of whic^ will be given hereafter. 

t A handsome new bridge is now being erected near the Isaac't Bridge; the stone work is 
already i|aid to be in a state of forwardness (May» 1845). 
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Engiicdi coticm maQufftctures, French wines, coffee, oolottn, drugs, indigo, dyewoodn, 
spices, and pottery. All disputes and controTersies respecting trMe, are arranged and 
settled bjT a Board of Trade; and all vesseb are compiled to discharge their caigoes 
at, and ship them off from, the Cronstadt or St. Petersburg custom-houses. 

C&0H8TAOT is the sea-port of St. Petersburg, and is now one of die principal 
towns, and chief station of the Russian fleet; it is built upon the soudi-eastem 
extremi^ of the Island Betusari, or Kotlin, and is^ distant about 3 miles from the 
Coast of Ligria, and S from that of Carhelia: this iidand is about 7 miles long, and 
one mile broad. Cronstadt is guarded, towards the sea, by fortifications running into 
the water, and towards the land by ramparts and bastions. It has ihree havens, one 
of which is devoted to merchant-vessels, and the two others to men-of-war: the mer- 
chants* harbour is much the laigest, and calculated to contain 600 sail; but ihiB, as 
well as the middle harbour, is exposed to the westerly winds: the war-harbour has 
sufficient room for about 30 vessels, but there is not depth of water for such a niunber ; 
some, therefore, repair to, or remain in, the middle port. It is said, the brackishness of 
the water in the man-of-war harbour frequently produces the dry-rot. Here is the 
entrance to the Grand Canal, which is 238 fathoms long, 56 feet broad, and 25 feet 
deep ; it is entered from the sea, and communicates with dry docks, which have a length 
of 150 fathoms more: the canal forms a cross, of which the middle is circular, and 
entirely lined with granite. The water is let out of this dock by a sluice, into a reser- 
voir, whence it is pumped bv steam-engines into a canal adjoining, and requires nine 
days to empty it. The dry docks are faced with stone, and paved witib granite ; they are 
40 feet deep, and 150 feet broad. The man-of-war^s mole is enclosed by a strong 
rampart of granite, built in the sea: here is a foundry for casting cannon, a rope- walk 
for making cables of all sizes, and great magazines fiUed with all Idnds of naval stores. 
The principal port is defended bv bastions of granite or wood, and the merdianta* 
haven is closed by a boom, and demnded by a battery on each jetty-head. 

The principal passage to St. Petersburg is between Cronstadt and the southern shore; 
but the deep-water channel is very much narrowed by a sandy JkU of skoal watery which 
spreads fulf three miles from the land. On the northern edge of this sand stands the 
Castle of Cronslot or Cronschlott : this is a circular building, mounting 50 guns; and on 
the Cronstadt side is St. Peter*s Battery, of 100 guns: these two are mtended to defend 
the entrance of the passage, which is here contracted to about half-a-mile across, but its 
least depth is 4 fathoms : sufficient water will therefore be found for ihe largest ships, 
and the channel can be opened or shut at pleasure. 

The channel to the north of Cronstadt is frdl oishoalsy and blocked up by the hulks 
of vessels, wlnoh have been purposely sunk there to prevent a passage* 

At Cronstadt the traveller must go to the Harbour-Master*s vessel, and get his pass- 
port examined: he will then be allowed to enter the town, where an interpreter will 
attend him to the Port Admiral and MiHtary Commandant, at whose offices }m passpcnrt 
must be registered : he will then be suffered to choose his own habitation. In going to 
St. Petersburg, the Customs only allow a sufficient quantity of apparel to be earned with 
him ; the rest of his baggage must be sent up by the boats to the custom-house at that dty. 

There are two routes b^ which you may proceed, either by the steam-boats, whidi 
start from Cronstadt twice a-day, or crossu^ to Orienbaum, on the southern shore, 
and pass thence by land to St. Petersburg, x ou should endeavour to reach the city 
hy daylight. The road lies through Onenbaum, Peterhoff, and Strelna: the first of 
these IS a town of considerable extent, pleasantly situated, and commands a beautiful 
view of Cronstadt, &c. Here stands a pedaoe, 100 feet above the levd of the sea. At 
Peterhoff is another palace, the occasional residence of the Imperial Family: here are a 
villa^ and stane diurch. Strelna also has a palace; it is 10 miles from St. Petersburg, 
and IS surrounded with woods and beautiful scenery, commanding also an extensive 
view of the gulf and city . 

WTB VBrO is a town situated in Russian Finland, in the province of Carhelia, about 
96 miles N.W. of St. Petersburg; it is built in a valley, and well-fortified, having a 
population of nearly 10,000 p^sons, who carry on a very consaderaUe trade in limber, 
tar, ]fitch, tallow, and fish. The navigation up the Gnlf to Wyburg is intricate, and 
requnres a julot. 

WX&OIuikZ is a town frirther to the westward, and has a small gulf or harbour, 
chiefly frequented by fishermen.

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oi HATEN. — ^This is a large and well-foriified town, 
dtuated near an inlet about 50 miles to the westward of Wyburg, and containing a 
garrison of 6000 men : it carries on a good trade, and exports similar articles to Wyburg, 
but more particularly planks and taUow. 

XiOlTIS A is a strong sea-port town, and situated on the margin of a considerable 
inlet of the sea, in Swedish Finland: it is protected by a fortress, built on the Island 
Swartholm. The inhabitants of this and the neighbouring ports subsist chiefly by 
fishing, agriculture, grazing, and making wooden ware; their commerce is in grain, 
cattle, butter, linen, and tsuc. 

BO&OO stands to the westward of Lovisa, at the entrance of a river of the same 
name; the navigation to this town is difficult, and the trade inconsiderable. It is 
situated within we district of Nyland. 

HSXiSIH or O&S lies to the westward of Borgo, and near the meridian of 25° East : 
this is a populous and thriving town, and considered the best port in Finland for large 
vessels. The entrance is defended by several forts; the principal is that of Sweaborg, 
extending its fortifications through seven islands, having barracks, magazines, and an 
arsenal,^ bomb-proof. Since the Russians have had possession of Helsingfors, the 
town has been very considerably improved, and the commerce extended and enlarged : 
there are now two basins, or docks, for biiilding and repairing ships; and it exports 
com, fish, logs, deals, salted provisions, &c. 

The coast to the westward of Helsingfors is studded with rocks and islands innu- 
merable; the inland country wears a poor and barren appearance, and there is no town 
of any importance before you reach Ekenas. 

EXEHAS, ov EBJf AS, is situated 15 or 16 leagues to the westward of Helsingfors, 
and to the eastward of Hango Head; it is a small town, with a population of 1300, 
standing S.E. about 50 miles from Abo, the capital of Swedish Finland. The naviga- 
tion to this place is very intricate, yet the commerce is considerable. 

ABOy formerly the capital of Swedish Finland, is situated in latitude 60° 26^ 58^^ N., 
and longitude 22° 17^ ^V E. from Greenwich, at the extremity of the promontory 
formed by the Gulfs of Finland and Bothnia, and on the banks of the Aura Jocki ; 
it is a bishoprick, and had a University, the greater part of which, and nearl^jr the 
whole of the city, were destroyed by mre in 1827. The city was well-built, with a 
commodious harbour, and a population of 13,000 persons. At the entrance of the river 
is a castle, and vesseb of 9 or 10 feet water can go up to the town; but those of greater 
draught come to an anchor 3 miles to the south-westward of the river, and convey 
their cai^oes to Abo in boats. A considerable trade was formerl v carried on, its exports 
being com, iron^ wood, cattle, fish, tar, pitch, salted provisions, furs, hides, coarse Imen, 
deals, tiles, &c. 

A List of Standing Beacons in the Gulf of Finlaio), which form conspicuous 

Sea-marks. 

GRAHURA Islet, on the North side of the Chdf has a beacon-tower marking the 
entrance to Sweaborg, and port of Helsingfors. Latitude 60° 6^ N., longitude 24° 59^ E. 

ORRENGROUND, on the North side of the Ovlf—K beacon-tower is erected on 
this islet, which marks the pass^e leading to Lovisa, and must be left on the starboard 
hand on entering. Latitude 60°^ 16^ N., longitude 26° 23' E. 

NORTH HOFT, on the South side of the Ovlf-^On this islet is erected a pyramid 
beacon, surmounted by a ball; the beacon stands 7 miles north of the entrance to the 
Bay of Eund|i. 

HOOGLAND. — On the northemmost point of this island a beacon is erected, fur- 
nished with a bell, which, in dark weather, will continue ringing until the atmosphere 
clears ; this will be struck four times in a minute, a pause of five minutes will then take 
place, when the ringing will re-conmience. 

ASPO, (m the North side of the Otdf --Two beacons are erected, the outer one on 
the Isle of Lescar, and the inner one on the Island of Aspo, both serving as marks for 
the passage leading to Fredrickshamn. 

NERVO ISLAND.— A beacon-tower of wood is erected on this island, 65 feet 
above the level of the sea, and painted red. It stands near the centre of the island, 
which may be passed on all sides. 
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BIORKA. — A beacoii-tower, 40 feet hi^h, is erected on the south end of this island, 
and serves to mark out the entrance to Biorka Sound leading to Wybnrg. Latitude 
60° 17' N., longitude 28*^ 4V E. 

STYRSUDD, or North Capb. — ^On the north side of the entrance of the channel 
to St. Petersburg is erected a beacon, with a broad circidar base, supporting a staff and 
ball, 35 feet above the sea. Latitude 60° 12' N., longitude 29° 1' £. 

LEVENSCAR. — On one of the northernmost headlands in the Island of Levenscar, 
a four-sided pyramidal beacon is erected, with an iron yane on its apex. The sides 
facing N.E. and N.W., are painted white, those facing the S.E. and S. W ., red, and the 
roof olack. It is 80 feet m height from its base, and 88 feet from the level of the 
sea, and placed in latitude 60° 2' 8'' N., and longitude 27° 5V 5'' E. 

On the isthmus joining the Island of Suisari to Levenscar, a wooden beacon is erected, 
in the shape of a shield, 25 feet long and 8 feet broad. The side facing the north is 
painted black, with a white spot in the middle. It is placed 2^ Italian miles from the 
beacon on Levenscar, bearing by compass S.E. It is 28 feet in height from the base, 
and 35 feet from the level of the sea. 

DOLGOINOS, or South- West Cape of the Channel to St, Petersburg, — A beacon- 
tower, 50 feet high, is erected, m latitude 59° 56' N., longitude 28° 57' E. 

STREPILOFF.— On the south side of the Gulf of Finland, in the government of 
St. Petersburg, a pyramid wooden beacon is erected on the hill called Strepiloff, with 
two shields on the top, in the form of a cross; the pyramid is painted white, and the 
cross blach. It is 45 feet in height from its base, and 171 feet from tiie level of the 
sea. Latitude 59^ 58' 30" N., longitude 29° 9' E.

6 PILOTING DIBBCTIOKS FOB 

The fonttDiag pontions of Li^thouseB are selected firam the TaUe in the Journal of 
the Boyal Gepgrt^ilucal Society, VoL 6th, op. 414, 415, as determiiied by Lieutenant^ 
General Schubert, in 1833, during his Chronometric Expedition to aetennine the 
ioi^tudctf of the most important pomts on the coasts of the Baltic. 

^ By order of the Emperor, a steam-boat and fifty-six chronmneters, were placed at 
the disposal of Lieutenant-General Schubert, Director of the Dejpdts of Charts, &c., 
ibr the purpose of yisitin^, during the summer of 1833, the most miportant points in 
the Baltic, and of detemuning their longitude. That a great numb^ of points might 
be yisited during the short period of a northern summer, obseryers were sent before- 
hand to the various points to determine the time, by means of transit, or other instru- 
ments, which ^ve the time with great precision, nj these means, Gaieml Schubert 
had onlj occasion to stop at each point tne time necessary to compare the chronometers 
with the astronomical clock there established, of which the rate was very exactly known 
by prior and subsequent observations, and was not obliged to wait for fine weather at 
eacn place. He was thus enabled, in one summer, to make the circuit three times of 
all these points. 

*^ To give still greater extent to the xindertaking, the Bussian Government entered 
into communication with the Grovemments of Frussia, Denmark, and Sweden, who, on 
their part, also sent observers to the most important points of their territories washed 
by the Bailie. It is thus that Stodcholm, Altona, and Lubeck have been comprised in 
the chain of points of which the longitude has be^ determined by this expedition.** 



The shoaU in the Onlf of FinUmd were fixrmerly distinguished by white and red 
flags hoisted on hiffh wooden crosses : iJie white flsfis denoting the north side, and the 
red flags the soutn side of the respeetive shoals ; but under an order of the Imperial 
Board of Admiralty, in the summer of 1828, the red flags placed in the Gulf alonff 
the noriJiem side of the channel, between Hoogland and Gronstadt, were supersede 
by wooden heads on the tq> of a pole, painted according to the colour of the flag 
formerly used ; and in 1829 tiiis alteration was adopted more generally, by the esta- 
blishment of red and white beacaru, instead of red and white fli^ that ittd previously 
distinguished the difler e nt shoals: tiierefore, in future, ships are to sail to the northward 
of all the white, and to the southward of all the red beacons. 

It has been also ordered, that there should be placed on the sand-banks, reefs, &c. 
of the Gtdfs of Biga and Finland, near aome of the beacons, common brooms, in order 
to furnish mariners with additicmal means of cBscovering the dangerous spots. The 
brooms placed on tlie northern side of the banks have tl^ branches turned upward, 
and those on the southern side, downward. 



DIEECTION S FOB SAILING UP THE GULF OF FINLAND. 

VESSELS In entering the Gulf of Finland, should always make a proper allow- 
ance finr the currents ; for these generally are dependent upon the winds,* and thereby 
they are frequently driven wi3i , violence towards the Finland shores, from the 
meridian of the Gulf of Bothnia so far as Wyburg Bay; by which vessels are often 
times carried greatly to the nortJiward of their course, more especially with soutlierly 
and westerly winds. It is also not generally understood, that many of the islands, 
which are so numerously scattered about tibte nortJiem coast, are magnetic, and divert 
the polarity of the needle ; thereby confusingthe mariner in his proper course, and 
occasioning many serious and fatal losses. We are not able to state tne exact extent 
of this magnetical influence; but it has been found to afiect tiie compass in a particular 
manner in the vicinity of Jussari, where the attraction has been so creat as frequentiy 
to make the needle turn quite round. In navigatmg these parts, we mariner will do 
well to guard aeauist tiiis phenomenon, and by keeping at a proper distance from the 
larboajrd or FinLmd shores, avoid their destructive eflects. 

* Captain Mxtchdl, late Commander of theidup Ann, of London, inforats us, that proceeding 
to St retenibiirg, in 1825, and sailing betwe^ Hoogland and JLavenscai^ during a heavy gale 
firom the southward and eastward, with a high sea, he e^)erieneed a corrent, setting strong to 
windward, and was unconsciously set on the Island of iSavensear; and the ihip Flora, some 
few days previous, from the same cause, had unexpectedly been set upon the Island of Feni. 
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Ybbsbls boiikd lottBOT TO St. PETERSBURG^ will de wdl to briagtlie DageFort 
Liffht to bear S.SJB.^ dutant about 15 miles; theur course will then be JB. by N. until 
PiSkerort Light comes S. by W.^ distant aboat 12 miles ; then steer E.N.E. about 
6 leaffueSf until Nara^en Light bears S. by W., distant about 10 miles ; pursue the 
direction of E. ^ N. £r 7 mues, and then run direct East nearly 3 leagues, or until 
Kokskar Light comes S. by W. ; you will then be distant from the light about 2 j^ leagues, 
and may steer E. ^ S. 2d miles, <h* until you see Ekhdm Li^thouse bearing S.by W.; 
you wm now find yourself 4 leagues to the northward of it, and majr pursue your course 
due East 6 leagues; then E.N.E.iE. 5 leagues, by which you will bring yourself in 
si^ht and abreast of the Hoo^and Lights, bearing from you about E. by N., distant 
2 leagues; having passed the Rothskar Tower and Light, leaving it about 3 or 4 miles 
to the southward, an E.N.E. course for 8 nules more will take you to the northward of 
Hoosland, in from 26 to 32 fathoms water; bring the lights south, and steer due Eait 
9 mues ; then an E. J S. course will carry you to the southward of the Sommers or 
Sommar Island, upon which a lighthouse is erected ; and when this lighthouse bears 
N. by E. from you, distant 2 miles, proceed E. by S. 40 nules; this course will take you 
to the northward of the Seaskar Light and the Diamond Stone, when an E.S.E. course, 
20 miles, will carry you directly between the Tolbeacon and the London Stone, in the 
fairway for Cronstadt. 

The track just described may be considered the fairway, and was pointed out and 
recommended by General Leoty Spafarieff, Chief Director of the Lighthouses in Russia. 
The great advantage of following this track as nearly as possible is, first, that by so 
doing you will steer clear of every danger; and, secondly, that by night you will have 




yourself 
[y in spring, as soon as the 
navigation is open, and then continue till the latter end of May : they re-commence 
early in July, and continue till the navigation ceases : but as the Ports of Revel and 
Baltic are frequently all the winter free from ice, all lights west of Revel will continue 
to bum throughout the winter. All the lighthouses are lighted by reflectors ; and in 
case of any unfortunate accident, the master of a ship may demand every assistance, 
and the oincer at each lighthouse is bound to exert himself as much as possible for their 
safety. Should any neglect be observed bv the mariner, either that the light should not 
be sufficiently bright, is lighted too late of an evening, or put out too eady of a morn- 
ing, it is requested that he will make his complaint thereof, taking care to be particularly 
exact in the month, day, and hour when such n^lect occurred, in order that tibe journal 
of such lighthouse may be examined, and the o&nder punished. 

But as there are numerous harbours and places of considerable trade on the different 
coasts we have passed, it will be necessary to return to Dagerort, in order to particu- 
larize them, and the dangers to be met with, more circumstantially. 

We have already described the lighthouse on Dagerort, the westernmost point of 
the Island of Dago, and advised the mariner to keep at a distance from it, when nriftVing 
for, or in steering up the Gulf, on accoimt of the shoals which lie off it. 

KAHOO UOKT« — On the Island of Kanning, situated to the southward of Hango 
Head, a redolving UgM has been constructed on the old wooden beacon, elevated 100 
feet above the level of the sea, which exhibits, within the space of one minute, one 
etro^ flcah and ts90 fainter lights; the latter are not totally eclipsed when seen within 
the distance of 5 or 6 miles, but the bright flash will, in clear weather, be visible at the 
distance of 15 miles. This light was fi^t lit in July, 1838. 

VXCXICJlIPS 0&OUND. — ^The first shoal we meet with is NechmcaCs Ground^ 
about 5 miles in length, and 4 in breadth, having from 4 fathoms to 9 feet upon it. On 
its northern end is a white beacon with a blue stripe, and a broom, with its branches 



hazardous for a stranger to attempt: off its nor£em edge are 7, 12, and Airiher out 
20, 30, and 50 fathonis ; but about 2 leagues N.N.E. from the beacon are some patches 
of brokm graimdt called Winkova, over which are only 4 fathoms, though 20, 40, and 
70 fathoms are round about it. On the northernmost shoal is placed a white beacon 
and broom, with ks branehes upwards; and on the south side a broom, with its 
branches downwi»rds, but no beacon. 
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APO&&OK OBrOVHB. — ^The next dan^r is the Apollan Skoal^hsLying 16 feet over 
its shoalest part ; on its north end is a white beacon and a broom, with its branches 
upward, in 5 fathoms ; and on its south extremity is a red beacon and a broom, with its 
branches downward ; and the middle of the shoal lies N.E. by E. | E. from Dagerort 
Liffht, distant 10 leagues. In clear weather the Odensholm Light will just become 
visible at this shoal. 

Seven miles to the south-eastward of the ApoUon is the Staple Botten^ a small knoll, 
having a red flag upon it. Over the northern end of this are 3 fathoms, but near the 
red flag there are only 3 feet, while between it and the ApoUon are 9, 10, and 15 
fathoms. A beacon, striped red-and- white, is placed about one mile to the N.W. of 
the red flag. 

. WORMS Ain> MOON PASSAGES.— There is a passage to the southward between 
Dago and Worms Islands, but little frequented by foreigners. Small vessels having 
passed the Staple Botten Beacon and iiag, mav proceed southward towards Grasor, 
where they will perceive a beacon; this must be left on the starboard side: and nearly 
opposite is a flagstaff* and flag placed on a small knoll: the channel is between the 
flagst^ and Grasor Beacon. This passage leads towards the Gulf of Livonia, to direct 
you to which, there are several otner flags and broom-beacons; and when you are 
arrived near tiie end of Moon Island, you will see a beacon similar to that of Grasor, 
having passed which, you will be in the Gulf of Livonia. 

There is also, to the eastward of Worms, another small channel between that island 
and Nuko or Nakko Island, within which is anchorage in 2 or 3 fathoms; this will lead 
to Hapsal or Habsal, already mentioned as a place of little note. 

The roadstead called Worms Road, or Deep Haven, lies between the N.E. end of 
Dago and the N.W. pomt of Worms; it runs m to the westward of the Staple Botten, 
and has on its western side the Ankar Chround: this is a cluster of rocks very dangerous, 
at low water, appearing just above the surface of the sea, the north point ^Dago 
bearing W. by N. ; the N.W. end of Worms S.E. by E. J E. ; and Kakor Islet S.S.E. JE. 
There is also a kind of middle ground lying nearly midway between the western side 
of the North Ground and the Ankar Ground, called the fiaes Ground; this is about 
2 miles from east to west, and has for the least water between 1 and 2 feet; there is a 
passage on either side of it into Worms Road, but the eastern one is much the safest 
and widest. Your course in will be S. J E. ; and as you near Worms Oe, you will see 
a clump of trees on its S.W. point : keep these trees just open of the western side of 
the island, bearing S.S.E., and you will, with larse vessels, have good anchorage with 
12, 10, 9, and 7 fathoms water; or bring the north end of Worms Oe East, or E. by S., 
its west end S.S.E., or S.E. by S., and then anchor in 7 or 8 fathoms, soft clay, and 
dbtant 2 or 3 miles from the shore. 

K coining into Worms Road from the westward, after vou have passed the Winkova 
Bank, bring Simpemess W. by S. J S. or W.S.W., and keep it so until the west end 
of Worms comes S.S.E., then the clump of trees will be open, and you may sail in as 
before directed; there is plenty of room for 20 sail of the line, and numerous smaller 
vessels. The sea ebbs and flows a few feet, according to the currents, which are feeble 
and irregular; there being no regular tide, ships therefore always ride with their heads 
to the wmd. Wood, water, and fresh provisions may be obtained from Worms Oe in 
plenty. 

K coming from the eastward, from^ the fairway, or Nargen, you should bring Odens- 
holm LightSouse South or S. by E., distant 4 or 5 miles, and steer W.S.W. J S. to clear 
the ApoUon Bank; keep your lead going, and when you have run about 4 leagues on the 
above course, you will perceive the Island of Worms about S. by E., then bring its west 
end to bear S.S.E., and follow the directions given above. Observe, if you ^t into 
14 or 15 fathoms, with Odensholm E.N.E. or E. by N., and the west end of ^Vorms 
S.S.E., you may run boldly in, by keeping the clump of trees open, or nearly on; but 
if you shut them in, you will touch the west end of the North Ground. With the trees 
touching the west ends of Worms, you will find 6 and 5 fathoms, but with it open of 
the trees you will have 7, 8, and 6 fathoms. 

ODENSBOLM. — ^Directly east from the north end of the Apollon Shoal, distant 
16 miles, is the Island of Odensholm, upon the N.W. end of which stands a fixed 
Light, 110 feet above the sea, and may be seen 16^ miles off: between Odensholin and 
Splint Head is a small and dangerous rocky shoaf^ with only 2 feet over it, having a 
broom-beacon on its N.E. end, with the branches upward; it is called the Sundsteen, 
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but near it are 20 fathoms: it is not, therefore, advisable to pass to the southward of 
Odensholm. 

NY GKOUNDS. — ^To the eastward of Odensholm is a bank, called the Ny or New 
Ground; at its northern extremity is a white beacon and broom, with its branches 
upward, in 4 fathoms water, bearing N.E. by E. | E., 5 miles from Odensholm light. 
The shoalest part of the Ny Ground has but 4 and 7 feet over it. 

E. by S. i S., about 10 miles from the beacon of the New Ground, lies the Grass 
Ground Bank ; upon this is a white flag or beacon. The bank is small, having 2 fathoms 
over some part of it; but there are two spots or patches upon it generally above water. 
Between the New and Grass Grounds are 30 to 40 fathoms water; and between the 
latter and the West Eoge, which is about 2 miles to the eastward, are 26 and 27 fathoms. 

PO&T BA&TIG. — The East and West Roge are two islands, lying parallel to each 
other, and encircled by a sandy bank, so that there is no passage for ships between them ; 
but to the eastward, is a spacious bay, called by some Kogerwick Bay, or Port Baltic. 
The eastern or larboard point of entrance has a Lighthouse upon it at Fakerort, 
lighted by Ajixed light, 146 feet above the level of the sea. 

To the northward of this is a bank of sand, called Rogerwick Ground, havins a 
white flag on its N.W. side, and a red one on its S.W. side; its shoalest part has 
3 fathoms water over it. Vessels sailing for this port should bring Fakerort Light to 
bear about S.E., distant 3 miles, and a S. by E. course will take them right in; this is 
an excellent place for shelter : the bottom, unless near the sides of the bay, is remarkably 
soft, and the soundings gradually decrease as you advance, from 30 to 3 fathoms, the 
land all round being woody. 

At Fort Baltic is a mole: about a quarter of a mile above which is a sunken rock, on 
which is a floating beacon. 

£. ) N. from Fakerort Point is SUROF LIGHT, distant about 11 mil^; and mid- 
way between these is another point, called Lagusa, having a reef running from it. 
The lighthouse is round, with a fixed light on it, elevated 136 feet above the level of 
the sea. 

EONSKAR, OB FORKALA LIGHT.— On the Island of Ronskar, which lies 
S. by W. i W., about 1^ mile from Forkala Head, is a ligM tower, which was altered 
in July 1838, to a Jixed ligkt, at 164 feet above the level of the sea, and in clear 
weather is visible 19 miles ofl*. This lighthouse bears N. ^ E., 20 miles from Nargen* 
lighthouse. 

To the N.E. of Surop Head is the Island of NARGEN, on the northern point of 
which is built a Liqhthousb, of the utmost importance to mariners navigating these 
seas : it is a round tower, 95 feet hi^h, exhibiting a revolving light, three-fourths of the 
time being dark, and one-fourth bright, and may be seen 4 leagues ofl*. 

BJBTEL, ox RETAL. — Vessels bound to Revel will be particularly benefitted by 
the above-mentioned light, as it will guide them clear of the Revel Stone, and enable 
them to steer in the fair way for the Catharinendal Light, which is built near the barracks 
at the top of Revel Bay, being placed in such a manner that it can only be seen when 
steering between the Wolf Island Reef and the 18 -feet shoal, or the New Stone, or 
Ragnild*s Ground, to the westward. A beacon is now placed upon the sand to the 
northward of Wolf Island, the appearance of which is engraved on the chart.* There 
is no passage between Wolf LJana and the main. 

Vessels coming from the eastward with a fair wind will, by the Eokskar and Narseii 
Lights, be enabled to run clear between the Revel Stone and Devil's Eye ; which havmg 
passed, a S.W. course will avoid the Wolf Reef, taking care not to bring Kokskar Light 
to the northward of E. f N., for by so doing they will come too near that reef: keep on 
this course until you see the northern Catharinendal Light ; this enlightens no more than 
the angle of the fairway: it will first be seen bearing S. 2® E., but when it becomes 
S. 15° E. the light will not be visible; when S. 9° E. the light becomes brightest, and 
you will be in the middle of the fairway: continue this course unto the anchorage. 
By attending to these directions, a ship may not only sail into this bay with a fair wind, 
but beat into the bay in bad weather and the darkest night, without the least danger. 

* A second beacon has been lately placed nearly a mile to the northward of the above beacon, 
at the extremity of the skoaL These two beacons, brought in a line, show that the vessel is to 
the westward of the bank. 

[Gulf of Finland.] c , 
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The following notice has been issued from the Russian Consulate General*s Office, 
dated February 9th, 1 836 :— 

" In order to facilitate the entrance of vessels to, or their departure from, the Reval 
Roads during the night, between the skoals of the New Stone vnA Beval Stone^ the 
Imperial Russian Government has erected near the Town of Reval, on the Lacksbers 
HiU, a new wooden lighthouse, at the distance of 500 sagenes (388 S-ninths English 
yards) from the stone. lighthouse standing near the Naval Barracks, and in the direc- 
tion of S. 9^ E. The new lighthouse h^ been lighted since the 20th of September 
last, and will henceforth continue to be lighted by means of seven reflectors, showing a 
fixed light, visible from N. 2J° W., to N. 29^ W., at the distance of 20 Ita£m 
(17 English) miles, to an eye elevated 15 English feet above the water. 

"The said lifihthouse is situated in latitude 59° 25^ 47'^ N., and in longitude 
24° 49^ 26^^ E., from the meridian of Greenwich. Its height, including the lantern, is 
105 English feet above the foundation, and 210 feet above the level of the sea. 

"Mariners are further informed, that the new wooden lighthouse is called the 
Southern Catharinendal Lighthouse, and the old stone one the Northern Catharinendd 
Lighthouse; and that the latter has now seven reflectors, instead of three, as formerly. 
The light of the Northern Catharinendal will remidn a fixed one, as before, at 
125 English feet above the level of the sea; but from the 20th of September last, 
it was, and will henceforth continue to be, visible from N. 2° W. to N. 30° W., at a 
distance of I7f Italian miles, to an eye elevated 15 English feet above the surface of 
the sea/* 

By the above notice it will appear, thal^when the Northern and Southern Catha- 
rinendal Lights are brought into a line, they will lead through the fairway of the 
channel. 

A shm coming from the eastward will, on approaching Wolf Island, see the Surop 
Head Li^ht bearing S.W. or S.W. by W. ; but hauling up to the soutibward, lAiej 
will lose sight of it : this is occasioned by some places on the Island of Naigen being 
cut and cleared purposely of trees, so that the light may be seen through them. 
Mariners sailing with a S.E. wind for this place, shemd be aware of this appearance, 
for their seeii^ the Surop Li^ht does not denote that the flags of the Nargen shoals 
are under their lee, but that Sbey are abreast of them. 

The shoal to the eastward of Nargen Island, upon the middle part of which there are 
but 4 feet water, has two white flags upon its north extremities, one being on the east, 
the other on the west, end of the shoal; Naigen Lighthouse bearing N. wT by W. f W., 
distant 2 miles from the northernmost flag. FiuiSier on is the £otti Groundy having 
two red flags or beacons upon it^ one being upon the eastern side, the other on its 
southern end: the first is in 3, and the second in 4^ fathoms. From the latter, Na^en 
Lighthouse bears N.W., 4^ miles; the N.W. point of Wolf Island E. J N*? 2 J nu^s; 
and the Catharinendal Northern Lighthouse S. by E. J E., 8| miles. There is also a 
small hnoRt or middle ground^ near the S.E. end of Nargen, witib a broom-beacon upon 
its northern end. The southern extremity of the Nargen Shoal has a red flag upon it; 
and a white flag is placed upon the northern end of the Middle Grownd, 

In coming from the westward^ and intending to go into Revel Bay, you may eo to the 
southward of Nargen Island; in which cajse we recommend vessels to bring Odensholm 
Light to bear S. by W., distant about 6 miles : a direct East course will then take you 
abreast of Surop Light, which you should also bring S. by W., distant nearly 4 miles; 
steer S.E. by S., 3 miles further, or until the same light comes S.W. by W.; anB i S. 
direction will then clear the flag on the south end of the Nargen Beef, which having 
passed, steer E.N.E. until you come within the ansle of the'Uatharinendiil Light, or 
with the two lights in one; or hoist your colours before you pass the south end of the 
island, and a pilot will come ofi* to you. There are two islands^ surrounded with a shoaly 
lying off the western point of Revel, called the Karls: to the northward of these is the 
mi&le GrouTid; the flag on the northern end will point out the situation of this sTioal^ 
over which are 2 fathoms water. From the flag or beacon, the N.W. point of Wolf 
Island bears N.E. j^N ., distant 4 miles; Catharinendal Lighthouse S*S<.E. JE.; and 
Surop Lighthouse W. by S. There are 12 feet on the shoalest part of this ground. 

&AGlfnD'S GaOUND, or the New Stone, having over it 18 feet water, lies 
N.E. of Nargen Light, distant 4 miles, and has two beacons upon it, a white one being 
at its northern end, and a broom, with the branches upward; and a red one to the 
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southward, and broom, with branches downward: these beacons are placed in 5 fathoms 
water. About one mile S.E. by S. from the red beacon is a white flag. The bearings 
from the white beacon are, Nai^n Lighthouse S.W. | S., distant 4^ miles; the beacon 
on Revel Stone E.N.E., i^ miles; and Kc^skar Lighthouse E. f S., 12^ miles. 

THB &ETEL STONE has a white beacon near its N.W. end, and a red flag near 
its S.E. part. This is a very dangerous bank, with only 4 feet upon it; it lies E!N.E., 
nearly, from the Bafiiiild*8 Ground, distant 4^ miles; from Nargen Light N.E. J E., 
distant 8f miles; and from the Kokskar Light W.N.W., distant 9 miles. 

A beacon, striped black-and-white, is placed on some rocks that lie about half-a-mile 

^ to the south-westward of the shallow part of the Revel Stone. A rock has also been 

discovered, three hawsers' length from the shoal part of the same, bearing from it E.S.E. 

THE DEVZL'8 ETE is another dangerous sJioal, lying between Ragnild's Ground 
and Kokskar, with a white beacon and broom, branches upward^ on its northern, and 
a red one with broom, branches downward, on its southern extremity; over the shoalest 
part of this are 7 feet only: it bears fi^m Kokskar Lisht W. f N., distant 4 miles; 
from the Revel Stone S.E. by E., distant 5 J miles; and from Nargen Light E. by N., 
distant 12 miles. 

THE NT, or NEW GROUND, is a small knoU^ with 3^ fathoms upon it: this 
has a white beacon and broom, with branches upward, to the northward, and a red beacon 
and broom, with branches downward, to the southward. The body of this skoal bears 
from the Devil's Eve S.S.W. JW., distant 2J miles; from the Nargen Light E. JN., 
distant lOJ miles; from the wmte beacon on Wrangle Reef W. i N., distant 2 J miles; 
and from Kokskar Light W.S.W. ^ W., distant about 5 miles. Between all the above 
shoals the water is deep. There are also channels within and between the Wrangle 
Islands, with good anchorage; but foreign vessels bound to St. Petersburg seldom 
frequent them ; we shall therefore proceed towards Kokskar. 

XOXSXA& LZOBTHOUSE. — ^This lighthouse is built on a rocky islet, which is 
surrounded by a ree^; it is 99 feet above the level of the sea, and may be seen 16 miles 
ofll At the extremity of its S.E. reef'ia a red flag or beacon, and near it are 8, 9, and 
11 fathoms water. The passage between it and Wrangle Island has from 19 to 
47 fathoms within It, and to the northward there is also deep water. 

When the lighthouse on the north end of Naigen bears about south, and distant 
2 leagues, you may steer E.N*E., 2^ leagues, by which you will avoid the RagnUtTs 
Ground and the Revel Stone: proceed on in ^at direction for 5 or 5^ leagues, or until 
Kokskar Li^t bears south; you should then shape a course due East, wmch will lead 
clear of the Ka^Sbaden pr CaJbie Grounds, having passed which, steer about E. by N., and 
you will arrive at the northern end of the Island of Hoogland. 

THE XA&BA»Eil,oxGABUB OE0VND8.— From Kokskar Light N.E.bvE.i£. 
distant nearly 9 leaffues, lies the Cable Ground, a dangerous skoal, about 3 leagues 
from ^e islands on we Einland shore, consisting of several skarp-poinied rocks, part of 
which sometimes appear above water : they are 7 miles in circum^rence, and are pointed 
out by three flaffs, viz.— ^a red flag to the southward; distant 1^ mile from this red flag 
is a white one, paced on the edge of a skoal, with oidy 23 feet water; this latter flag is 
but a little way, about 1^ mile, from the Nams or JNedis Rocks, where also is another 
fla^. These are very dangerous skoals, and not within the view of any lighthouse; 
it IS therefore advisable, m navigatine this part, not to lose sight of tiie li^ts to the 
southward, and particularly to get andl:eep the Light of Ekholm in view ; by so doing, 
you "^Ul have nothing to fear m>m any of them. 

O&OSHOUa UOHT. — ^On the Ishind of Glosholm, opposite the south point of 
the Island of Fellingen, a lighthouse was erected in 1836. It is lighted with a revolving 
light, completmg its revolution every three minutes, during which period it is visible 
three times, for the space of 20 seconds each time, between N.N.W. and W.N.W., with 
an interval of darkness for 40 seconds between each illumination. The lantern is 
120 feet above the surface of the sea, and the light is visible 12 English miles, to an 
eye elevated 16 feet above the water. This lighthouse bears N. by E., distant 30 miles, 
from Ekholm Lighthouse. 

THE EKHOUi is a Lighthouse with a fixed light, 75 feet above the sea, and 
ma^ be seen 14 miles off: it must prove of great utility, as it not only enables ships to 
avoid with certainty the above dangers of the Cable- Ground in their passage to Hoog- 
land, or of the Chuk Grounds in Uieir passage to Narva, but also enables mariners to 

c 2 
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sail into Kolkawick, Faponwick, Monkwick, and Kasperwick; more especially Monk- 
wick, where vessels frequently run for shelter, and where the anchorage is good. The 
Ekholm Lighthouse is built upon the small Island of Ekholm, bearing from Kokskar 
Light E. by S., nearly, and distant 8 leagues; from the southern flag on the Cable 
Ground S. JE., distant 6 leagues; from Hoogland, north end, W.S.W. i S., nearly, 
distant 44 nules; from Rothskar Lighthouse W.S.W., 33 miles; and from the Light of 
Narva W.N.W., distant 72 miles. 



THE PASSAGE TO THE SOUTHWARD OF HOOGLAND, 

AND TO NARVA, &c. 

CHALK O&OUlfD.— -Due east from Ekholm Light is the Chalk Ground, distant 
10 miles. Ekholm light will prove of great service in directing you to avoid this shoal, 
which is very dangerous, having no more than 6 feet over it in one part : by bringing 
the light W. by S., you will go to the northward of it, and by bringing it W. by N., you 
will be carried to the southward; there is a white flag on the northern, and a red 
beacon, with broom, branches downward, on its southern extremity. The southern 
passage has aeY&ral patches of broken ground, but none of known danger; the northern 
channel has deep water until you reach the Stoneskar. 

TBS STONSSXAB. and &OTHSXA&. — ^The Stoneskar is a small rocky island, 
about three-quarters of a mile long; it lies N.E. by E. &om the Chalk Ground, distant 
lOJ miles. It is of bold appearance, and steep to the northward ; but from its south 
end a reef runs off 2 miles, over which the water is very shallow. A beacon and a pole 
is now exhibited upon this island, where also there are a few fishermen^s huts. 

In nearly a N.E. by E. direction lies the Rothskar Island, distant fh>m the Stoneskar 

14 miles, and from Hoogland Light 11 miles. Rothskar Island is now distinguished 
by a lighthouse, the official notice for which was as follows : — " It having been found, 
that ships bound from Narva to Revel, for the most part direct their course between 
the Islands Rothskar and Stoneskar, so that the lighthouse erected in 1815 on Cape 
Lativanem is of little service; considering also the impediments to navigation from the 
dangerous shoals situated at the extremity of Hoogland, and that the upper lighthouse 
on that island is, in autumn, frequently concealed by fogs, which render the light 
invisible. His Imperial Majestv*s Government has resolved to remove the lighthouse 
from Cape Lativanem to the Island of Rothskar, situated at 9 miles to the westward of 
Hoogland. The light on this lighthouse is 60 feet above the surface of the water; and, 
in imitation of that of Lativanem, will open and shut successively at intervals of three- 
quarters of a minute, by which it will be sufficiently distingmshed from all others in 
tiie vicinity of Hoogland." When to the northward of Rothskar, and abreast of it, you 
will flrst perceive the light on Hoogland, being then about 9 miles off; but should you 
get to the southward of Rothskar, this light will not be visible, continuing darkened 
imtil you get to the eastward of S.S.E. ^ E. ; you will then be on the east side of Hoog- 
land; withm this space, and to the southward of Hoogland, are several islands and 
dangers, which we ^all now proceed to describe. 

ROTHSKAR, alreadjr mentioned, is surrounded with a reef extending to the east 
and southward about^ mile; close to the west side are said to be only 4 rathoms; but 
at a little distance are 29 and 34 fathoms. E.S.E. ^ S. from Rothskar is the North 
Wirgen or Wiringen Island: this is joined to the South Wirgen by a reef, which also 
extends north and south of the islands. West of the South Wirgen, above 2 miles, is 
a shoalf with only 6 feet over its shallowest part. To the S. eastward of these islands 
are two smaller ones, with a ree/' encompassing them, on the north end of which a buoy 
is placed; they are called Wiksla Islands, and are 4^ miles from the Wirgens. Further 
on, in nearly the same direction, is the Great Tyter Island, about 2 miles long, and 
nearly as broad; from its southern side a reef extends a considerable way. Great 
Tyter is ^ miles from Wikala; E. ^ N., 9 miles from Little Tyter; and S. by E. j E., 
10 miles from the south end of Hoogland. The Little Tyter is distant from Ston^ar 

15 miles, and bears nearly E. by S. from it. 

TBS BOFTS. — ^Ten miles to the southward of Stoneskar are the Hofts, a danger- 
ous shoal, formed of six or seven rocks above water, joined by a reef, extending from 
the Northern Rock 2^ miles towards the main; there are, however, 15 fathoms between 
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it and the shore, and from 25 to 30 between it and Stoneskar. A pyramidical beacon, 
with a ball at the top, is now erected upon the North Hofts, and is shown on the 
chart. 

X1JNDA BAT. — ^This is a bay lying to the southward of the Hofts, and now fre- 
quented by vessels for timber, &c. Its entrance is easy, and its anchorage good; for 
on some heights inland two beacons are so erected, that when a vessel arrives off the 
harbour, and brings these in one, a S. easterly course will carry them right into the 
bay without danger, or any necessity for the assistance of a pilot; you may anchor in 
from 6 to 3 fathoms, but further in, near the mouth of the river, it becomes shallow : 
the shores are lined with pines and fir-trees. For further particulars see page 2. 

£. by S. from the southern part of the Hofls, is a small hnoUj called the Baraban, 
with 3 fathoms; there are 6 and 7 near it, and fiirther out all deep water. There is 
also a shoal lying S.S.E. from the Great Tyter, distant 8 miles, having two flags upon 
it to point out its situation, with only 5 feet upon it; it is called me Ny Ground. 
£. ^ S. from hence, distant 8 J miles, is the Namsi Shocd, with 10 feet water; upon its 
north-west end is a broom-beacon, with branches upward: to the eastward of this are 
the Vit Skars, being four rocks aboye water, enclosed by a reef stretching south- 
westward. Between the Namsi and vit Skars are 10 fathoms, ana between the Namsi 
and the Ny Ground 20 to 30 fathoms. There is also a passage to the eastward of the 
Vit Skars, between it and the main, with from 4 to 5 fathoms; but there are three knolls 
within it, having only 3 to 3 J fathoms; it is therefore used only by small vessels, which 
that draught of water will not affect. 

THE BAT OF NA&TA lies to the southward of these dangers, and is now dis- 
tinguished by a lighthouse built on the south side of the Narva River. This is a round 
tower, 72 feet high, bearing a fixed light, which may be seen between 4 and 5 leagues 
off. The entrance to this river is shallow, and vessels loading here with timber are 
obliged to lie off the shore : formerly boats employed in conveymg the goods from the 
ships to the shore, and vice versdj have been lost; but the light, it is trusted, will now 
be a sufficient guide for them, and effectually prevent any such accidents in future. 
The channd of the river is pointed out by a nag placed on the extremity of the 
southernmost sand, the distance from which to the town is about 7^ miles. 

Vessels bound for Gronstadt seldom take the southernpassage, but go to the north- 
ward of Hoogland; should they, however, be bound to Kasperwick, Kunda, or Narva, 
the following directions mayprove acceptable : — Having advanced up the Gulf of Finland 
so far as to be abreast of Kokskar, bring the lighthouse about South, distant 4 or 6 
miles; steer £. by S., a little southerly, until you get abreast of Ekholm ; this island lies 
£. byS., distant 23^ miles from Kokskar: on your starboard hand, in this passage, 
you will have the harbours of Kolkawick, Paponwick, Monkwick, and Kasperwick, all 
affording safe anchorage in cases of emergency. 

XASPE&WICX is a good harbour, and may readily be known by the east point of 
entrance, being a bold bluff land, covered with trees ; but you should always give the 
points of land a good berth, for great stones lie off them, and a shoal stretches from the 
east point, and uie whole of the east side of the bay is bordered with another, H cable 
in breadth. 

Being abreast of Ekholm, keep close to the island, and steer S.E. by £, until you 
open the bay of Kasperwick; then run in S.byE.; keep mid-channel, ghring the 
points a good berth, and you will find your water lessen from 16 to 10 fathoms, until 
you get abreast of a little village and church, where you have from 11 to 7 fathoms, 
clear and good holding ground; the nearer to the western side the better, for in mid- 
channel your cables wUl be apt to chafe. Should you choose to go further in, you wiU 
ride safe in 5 fathoms; but with N.N. Easterly winds, a short sea tmnbles in, occa- 
sioning vessels to pitch much: they will lie unrestrained on their cables, owing to the 
current, which sets outward; and they open the wind two points on each bow. 

If bound to Narva, get the Ekholm Light to bear South, distant 3 or 4 miles, and 
proceed E. by S. ; ihis will carry you to the northward of the Chalk Ground, and also 
that of the Hofts; when, being abreast of the latter, and bringing the beacon of the 
Hofts to bear South, an E.S.E. ^ S. course will carry you direct to Narva Road. 

We have already observed, that vessels bound for Gronstadt seldom take the southern 
channel, but go to the northward of Hoogland; for which purpose, having passed the 
Kalbaden, or Cable Grounds (described in page 11), they will proceed with an E.byN. 
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course until they are within sight of the Hoogland Lights; bring the low li^t on that 
bearing, (Ustant 2 miles, and you will have passed a ro<^ banky called the Xebjadne- 
koave Ground, to the lajrboard, havins only 27 feet over it: upon the south end of this 
bank is a red bcACon, and broom, with branches downward, and to the northward are 
two flags, denoting other shoals and dangers; on one of these there are only 9 feet 
water. Be careAiI, therefore, not to bring the low light to the southward of the above 
bearing, lest you set entangled among them, many of the rocks on the northern shore 
being extremely dangerous. 

Having brought the low light £. by N., distant 2 miles, you will observe a beacon 
standing upon die northernmost point of Hoogland; this is furnished with a bell, and 
is to commence ringing whenever the weather becomes dark or hazy, and to continue 
ringing until it clears up : this bell, to distinguish it from fdl others, will be struck 
four tmies in a minute, then a pause of 5 minutes will take place, when the ringing 
will recommence until the light oecomes visible. Having discovered this beacon, you 
will proceed to the northw^ of it, taking care not to go above 1^ mile from it in 
passing, on account of a knoll of 23 feet water ; upon whi(£ is placed a red beacon, and 
broom, with its branches downward. Both ends of Hoogland are steep-to, and there 
are 20 &.thoms very near the island; there is, h<9lirever, a small spot between the knoll 
to the northward of the red beacon and the island, where you will get only 7 fathoms ; 
this will be seen by inspecting the chart. When you have brought the lights in one, 
then an £. ^ S. course will taxe you within sight of the Sommers Light: this is the 
customary passage ; but some ships,' as before observed, go to the southward of Hoog- 
land, especially smce the establishment of the lighthouse on Roihskar. We have already 
said, that Hoogland is bold, steep at both ends, and the largest vessels may pass within 
a quarter of a nule from shore. The southern channel lies between Rothskar, Wiringen, 
and Wikala, on the starboard, and Hoogland on the larboard; it is nearly 2 leagues 
wide, and has from 26 to 38 fathoms wi£in it. If desirous of anchoring on the east 
side of Hoogland, bring the north point of the island to bear N.W. iW., the southern 
point South, and the sandy beach, which is south of the town, about West, and you will 
nave 20 fathoms of water, being half-a-mile from the shore ; further off, the water 
deepens to 29 and 34 &thoins. 

r&OM SOOOULND to A8P0 and FWBDEaiGXSBAMir.— To the north- 
ward of Hoogland are extensive shoals stretching towards and beyond Aspo. The outer- 
most of these extends full 3 miles N.N.E., and is above 1^ mile broad; on the southern 
part of this shoal are only 7 feet water; this is named the Taneni Shoal, or Bank of 
Stones; on ^e middle are 2 feet at a place called Kallu, and at the N.E. end, near 
which are/our rocks above water, are 3 feet. There is a red flag commonly fixed at the 
southern part of this shoal : its N.E. end, or ItakaUuj bears from the lights of Hoogland 
N. i E., mstant 6 miles. 

ASPO is a small island, upon which stands a white tower or beacon; to the south- 
ward of this is also another beacon on the Rock Islet of Leskar, these serve to guide 
vessels to Frederickshamn; they are two of a cluster of small islands which lie scattered 
about, and directly in the way to the town. Adjoining the westernmost of these islands 
is an extensive shoals called Aspo Gaddar, great part of which appears above water. If 
bound to Frederickshamn, your course from the north end of Hoogland will be N. E. 
by E., 10 or 11 miles; you will then be in the vicinity of Aspo Island; this is a good 
anchorage for merchant- vessels, but not for ships-of-war: it will readily be known by 
the beacon on Leskar Island Rock, which is to the starboard, and another beacon at 
Aspo Island. In entering this channel, do not near the shores too much, but bring 
Leskar Beacon to bear about N.E. or N.E. by N. ; you will then avoid the foul ground 
which is to the seiaward; steer direct for the beacon, giving it a berth of about a ship's 
lengdi on your starboard side. With westerly winds, be caraul not to go nearer to any 
of me roeksy which appear above water, than a full ship's length; ind^d, it is best to 
go in mid-channel between the rocks and beacon. There is all the way from Leskar 
to Aspo good anchorage and dear ground, holding well, with from 12 to 16 fathoms. 
Pilots may be had here to take you to Erederickshamn. 

r&OM HOOOUUrB to WTBU&0H« — ^Your course from the nortih end of 
Hoogland to Wyburg will be E.by N., 7 (nr 8 leagues ; tihis will carry you to the north- 
ward of SoMMBSS IsuiSB, wherc a Liqhthodse is erected, with a nxed light, elevated 
84 feet above the sea, and may be seen \& miles off. Passing Itakahi Rocks and shoals^ 
and steering on in the same direction, you wiU see on your starboard side the little 
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Island of Nerro, having a beacon-tower upon it; and to your larboard the Vidskaren 
or Great Fiskaren Islands : to the south-westward of these is the Satima Bock, with 
only 9 feet water over it ; it is three-quarters of a mile from the Western Fiskaren. 
One mile S.£. from the Satima is the Kongolud Rock, with only 2 feet water. To avoid 
the Satima, do not bring the Western Fiskaren to the northward ofN.£. until you are 
within half a mile of its soulliem point; you may then steer along £. and £. by N., pass 
the Fiskarens within three-quarters of a mile distance, having 12 and 15 fathoms water; 
and when the Eastern Fiskaren comes N.W.^ou may steer N.E. J E. for the Little 
Fiskaren, in 18, 20, 22, 16, and 15 fathoms. There are passages to the northward of 
the Fiskaren up to Werolax, but they must not be attempted without proper pilots. 

To the eastward of the Little Fiskaren Island or Rock are two shocds, with two flag- 
beacons on their north ends. The beacon-flag on the westernmost shoal stands about 
\\ mile E. } S. &om the south end of the Little Fiskaren : on this shoal there are only 

5 feet water. In passing through, between the island and the beacons, you will have 
8, 13, 10, and 18 fathoms water. When the easternmost beacon bears S. by E., distant 
about half-a-mile, you will see two other beacons, the nearest of which will bear about 
E.N.E. ^ N., distant about 2^ miles : steer for this beacon in 13, 10, 9, 14, 15, and 11 
fathoms; you will have the latter depth abreast of the beacon, which stands in 

6 fathoms water. In proceeding for this beacon, you will pass between the tail of a reef 
which runs ofl* &om Eroser Ort, and a shoal which lies about one mile E.S.E. ^ §. 
from it; the former bears west, distant 1# mile from the beacon; and the ground near 
to it is so flat, that a quarter of a mile wiihout, or to the southward of it, you will have 
only 4 fathoms water: the northernmost end of the latter lies one mile W.S.W. from 
the beacon, with 3^ fathoms water on it, and so ste^, that close to it are 14 fathoms. 
About a mile N.E. ^ E. from the beacon is another, in 4 fathoms water : they both 
stand on the reef, which runs ofl* nearly a mile from Kroser Ort, and therefore must 
be left on your larboard side. As there are 5, 4, 7, and 8 fathoms within the line 
of the beacons, you may steer from the one beacon to the other, in 11, 7, 6^ and 11 
fathoms water ; you will have the latter depth close to the easternmost beacon. The 
channel between those beacons and the Salvor Ground is not above three-quarters of 
a mile wide. 

Salvor Ground extends 2^ miles N.W. and S.E., and that end which is next to the 
beacons is about 2 miles broad : the N.W. point of it bears E.S.E. about a mile from 
the westernmost beacon, and has only 6 feet water on it ; the N.E» point of this shoal 
lies about East, 1^ mile from the easternmost beacon, and has 5 fathoms water on it. 
On the shoalest part of this ground are only 2 feet water. 

From the easternmost beacon you steer N.E, by E. about 7 miles to the northern- 
most of those islands which lie ofl* Kejrper Ort ; in proceeding upon this 'course you 
will have 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, and 14 fal£oms water. The first island is small, and lies 
about 1^ mile N.N.W. from the point. About a mile E.S.E. from the second small 
island there stands a beacon on the N.E. point of the shoal, on which are only 10 feet 
water. Off the third small island you may anchor in 8 fathoms water; and also off 
the beacon, in 13 fathoms. From tms beacon the south point of Tejkasari Island lies 
N. by E. ^ E., distant one mile. In passing through between the islands and shoal off 
Keyper Ort and the south point of Tejkasari Island, you will have 13, 12, 10, 15, and 
12 fathoms water. 

MIDDVB OBAirmsik to WTBU&O. — This is another channel through which 
ships may pass to Wyburg. First you may steer E. f N. from the norUi end of Hoog- 
land for the N.W. point of Torsari Island, until you are within 3 miles of it, the dis- 
tance being about 15 leagues. In steeringthis course, you will pass to the northward of 
the small islands Sommers and Nervo, upon the former of which there is a lighthouse, 
already describe and upon the latter a tower or beacon, 65 feet high: you will not have 
less thin 13 or 10 fathoms all the way. When the N.W. point of Torsari. Island bears 
E.N.E. \ E. from jou, distant 2 miles, you will be a mile N.W. from the north end of 
a rocky shoali which lies IJ mile S.W. from the N.W. point of Torsari Island, and 
about three-quarters of a mile S.S.W. from a small spot, on which are 3 fathoms water; 
this knoll lies about 2^ miles S.W. by W. ^ W. from the aforesaid point. From your 
before-mentioned, situation you will see a 9mdU island^ caJled Rond, bearing about 
N. i E., distant 5 miles : steer N. ^ E. for it ; in your way you will have 16, 13, 17, 20, 
19, 15, and 13 fathoms water : in this track is one small spot, on which are only 6 fathoms. 
Tou will pass about three-quarters of a mile to the westward of a smdl spot on which 
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are 3 fathoms water, and about 1^ mile to the eastward of another, which has only 
4 feet on its shoalest part : the former lies about west, 1^ mile from the north-west point 
of Torsari Island; and the latter lies 3^ miles W.N.W. from the said point. You will 
also pass about half a mile to the eastward of a small spot on which are 3 fathoms ; 
and above half-a-mile to the westward of the north end of a rocky shoal^ on which are 
also 3 fathoms water; the former lies about 1^ mile S.S.W. } W. from the south-east 
point of the island Rond, then steered for ; and the latter lies one mile S.E. by S. from 
the said island: this shoal extends 1^ mile N. byW. }W. and S.bjE. }£., and is 
about a quarter of a mile broad. On this shoal are from 6 to 3 fathoms water : the 
shoalest part is on the north end ; off the south end are 6 fathoms ; close to it, along 
the west side, are 8, 17, 18, and 15 fathoms : and off the north end are 6 fathoms. In 
the fairway, between the north end of this shoal and the island Rond, you will have 
9 and 10 mthoms. 

When you are about half-a-mile east from Rond Island, steer N.N.E. towards 
Keyper Ort; the distance is about 6 miles. In this track you will have 11, 16, 15, 
16, 14, 15, 16, 12, and 14 fathoms water.^ You will pass about a mile to the westward 
of a small island, called Fojankivi, and about three-quarters of a mile to the eastward 
of Skest Ground, on the shoalest part of which there is only one foot water. The former 
lies 2^ miles S. by E. from Keyper Ort ; the easternmost part of the latter lies 2 miles 
W.N.W. from the former, and from Keyper Ort it lies 2 miles S.W. } S. Near to the 
west side of Fojankivi Island are 5 fathoms ; near to the easternmost part of Skest 
Ground are 8 fathoms ; and in the mid-channel between them are 12 and 15 fathoms. 
When you are within a mile of Keyper Ort, steer N. by W. about 2 miles, or until you 
are abreast of the northernmost of the small islands which lie to the northward of 
Keyper Ort. You will have 13, 10, 12, 8, 12, and 14 fathoms water, and pass nearly 
half a mile to the westward of a rocky shoal which lies about a mile N.N.W. ^ W. from 
Keyper Ort, and about a quarter of a mile S. \ W. from the aforesaid small island. 
When you are about half-a-mile west from this island, you will then be in the former 
track, and may proceed as before directed. 

BIO&KO SOUND. — If entering to Wyburg through Biorka Sound from the south- 
ward, you will observe the Orecova Rock, lying to the south-westward of the entrance, 
with only 3 fathoms over it, and having a red beacon, and broom, with branches down- 
ward, near it, to point out its situation ; it is about 4 miles from the south end of Bioxko 
Island. On the west side of the channel is also & skoal, on which are only 14 feet 
water ; it is small, has a white flag on it, and lies half-a-nule S.E. from the S.E. point 
of Biorko Island. On the southern point of Biorko Island stands a remarkable round 
tower, 40 feet high, and serving to point out the entrance of the inner channel. On 
opening Biorko Sound you wifl perceive a little island, which, if kept open of Biorko 
Island, will run you into a fair berth mid-channel : you may steer in N.W. by N. till 
you come to a church and village on the starboard shore, where you may anchor in 
7 fathoms, sticky ground, and obtain a pilot. When the wind blows strong from the 
westward, and you find you cannot keep to windward, run for Biorko Sound, where you 
may ride safely and secure from any wind ; and should the gale be far from the southward, 
you will have plenty of room to work out with safety : very few boards will carry you 
clear of the wnite nag at the west point. About IJ mile N.E. from the white flag is 
the Island Serkoloto. From midway between them, steer 5 miles N.W. for Wertanemi 
Foint; in your way you will have 9, 12, 16, 17, 14, 15, 17, and 13 fathoms. When you 
are off the north-east part of the island Rapipa, steer in the mid-channel between it 
and the main, towards the small island Mandarlo; in this part of the channel you will 
have 12, 9, and 10 fathoms. Off Wertanemi Foint stands a beacon, and about 1| nule 
N.N.W. i W. from it is another, in 5 fathoms water. After having passed in mid- 
channel, between the first beax^on and the small island, steer towards the second beacon, 
keeping it open onyour starboard bow : between the beacons you will have 14, 10, and 
7 fathoms; and off the second beacon you wUl have 12 or 15 fathoms. From this 
beacon steer N. ^ W. about 2 miles, and pass between the island Fizpolade and the 
main, giving the main about two-thirds of the channel ; you will have, from abreast of 
the beacon, 12, 7, 12, 14, 15, 14, 12, and 14 fathoms. When Mannola Foint bears 
E.S.E., distant about half-a-mile, you must steer N.W. by N., 5 miles : on this course 
you will have 15, 14, 15, 17, 12, 14, 16, 17, 16, and 17 famoms water. You will pass 
along the east side of the island Biskopsoe, at the distance of half-a-mile, and about 
three-quarters of a mile from a rocky skoal, which runs off from the main three-quarters 
of a mile : close to the island are 10 and 7 fathoms, and close to llie shoal 8 fathoms water. 
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When the north point of Biskopsoe bears S. by W., distant one mile, the north end 
of a rocky shoal, called Gerelote, will bear N.E. by E. } E., distant nearly one nule : 
this end of the shoal lies almost a mile from the nearest part of the shore. You may 
then steer about N. by W. between the little island Pojankivi and Skest Ground, for 
the north-westernmost of the islands which lie to the northward of Keyper Ort ; your 
distance to abreast of the latter island will be about 5 J miles; and your depths of water, 
will be 17, 15, 14, 13, 14, 13, 11, 10, 8, 12, and 14 fathoms. In this track you will 
pass about three-quarters of a mile to the westward of Pojankivi Island, and about the 
same distance to Uie eastward of the Skest Ground ; and when you are about half-a- 
mile from the westernmost of the aforesaid islands, you will then be in the first, or 
north-westernmost track, and may proceed as before directed. There is a passage 
between Keyper Ort and the island that lies to the northward of it ; but it is very 
narrow, and uierefore not to be attempted without a pilot. 

raOM HOOG&ANB to C&ONSTABT and St. PETE&SBU&G.— We have 
already said, tiiat when Hoogland Lights are in one, distant IJ mile, your course will 
be nearly east for 19 or 20 imles, or until you are abreast to the southward of the light 
on Sommers Island, distant 2 or 3 miles: an E. by S. course will then take you to the 
northward of liie Stone Ground of Lavenscar, and between them and the Nervo Tower ; 
this part was formerly considered very dangerous^ particularly to large ships that were 
obl^ed to beat about with foul winds and bad weather ; but the Sommers Island Light, 
whiSi is about half-way between the Seskar and Hoogland Lights, will cUstinctly lead 
clear of every danger. Thus, in clear weather, before the l£)Ogland Lights are lost 
sight of, the ScHnmers L^ht will become visible, and while still the Sommers Light 
continues in sight, you wul perceive the Seskar Light. 

The Island of Sommers is steep-to, except to the eastward, where there is a reef 
stretching out a considerable way towards the N. eastern part of the island. There is a 
harbour running in between two points, and penetrating towards the body of the island; 
here vessels, in cases of necessity, may run in, and find good anchorage in 5 and 4 
fathoms water, shallowing as you advance within it. 
^ The Island of Nervo, upon which a beacon-tower, painted red, is erected, and on 

jsach side of it a small turret, is bold and dear all round. 

THE 8T0HE G&0UND8 OF XiATEN8GA& have on their northern points 
two beacons, both white, the western one being in 20 feet water, the- eastern one in 
19 feet ; near these beacons are brooms, with l£e branches upward* The shoal then 
stretches away to the south-eastward, above 2 miles, its south-east point having 17 feet 
over it, and liein^ not far distant from the north end of the reef which stretches from 
the point of the island of Peni ; on this are 5 fathoms. From the westerti beacon, 
Sommers Lighthouse bears N.W. J W., distant 8 miles ; the Tower of Nervo N.E. 
by N., 7 miles ; and the N.W. end of the Island Lavensari, S.S.W. J W., distant 6^ miles« 

The N.W. end of Lavensari, or Lavenscar Island, lies E.S.E., distant 26 miles from 
the northern part of Hoogland. It is an irregularly shaped island, 4 miles long and 
Z^ broad ; at its north-eastern part is a small narbour, narrow but safe, where vessels 
may find good anchorage and tolerable shelter. 

A conspicuous four-sided pyramid beacon, 80 feet in height, with an iron vane on its 
apex, is erected on the northernmost part of Lavenscar; the N.E. and N.W. sides are 
punted white, and the S.E. and S.W. sides redf; the vooiha black, 
y Another beaccm, in the shape of a shield, 25 feet long and 8 broad, is placed 

2^ Italian miles S.E. from the Deacon, on the north end of Lavenscar. This beacon is 
28 feet in height, and Z5 feet above the sea; the north side is painted black, with a 
white spot in the middle. 

Peni Island lies to the eastward of Lavenscar Island, and, like that, is surrounded 
with reefs; there are also some smaller hanks, one of them having only 7 feet water 
over it, Iving between the northern points of Peni and Lavenscar. To me southward 
of these oanks is anchorage ih 15 fathoms water; but the passage to the southward of 
these and the Seskar Islands is y^tj narrow, difficidt, and dangerous, for the reefs 
which run out from Lavenscar Southern Points, and ^e long spit which stretdieft 
from Exugala Point, approach so near each oti^r, and other reefs lie «o scattered 
about, one being directhr midway, and others to the westward and southward,, th(ft 
the utmost caution, as well as a knowledge of the navigation, is necessary to sail through 
this channel. 

[Gulf of Finland.] d 
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is a low island, having many tall trees upon it. Formerly a lighthouse 
stood on its N.E. point, but it has been taken down, and another built on t£e N.W. 
point : this Lighthouse, bearing a fixed light, is much higher than the former one 
was, being 85 feet above the sea, and visible at the distance of 15 miles. The Seskar 
b surrounded by reefs; one stretching out N.W. by N. about 3 miles from the light, 
on the point of which are no more than 2 fathoms : here a white beacon is placed, and 
broom, with branches downward. To the southward of this beacon are tvoo rocks or 
isletSy called Kokare, the above reef enclosing them, and running out S.E. at least 
2 miles from the south end of the island, having on its extremity about 5 fathoms. 
There is anchorage on the east side of Seskar Island in from 8 to 10 fathoms : tbe 
former being proper for small vessels, the latter for men-of-war. To anchor, it will be 
advisable to bring the lighthouse W. by N. or W.N.W., and the south part of the 
island S.W. ^ S. ; and if steering in from the northward, come no nearer the reef than 
7 fathoms water, until you get the lighthouse S.W. by W., then approach the island 
no nearer than 4 or 3 fathoms : with the light W.N.W. or W.N.W. ^ W., and the south 
part of Seskar S.W. by S., you will be one mile from shore, in 8 or 9 fathoms, and with 
nearly the same bearings you may ride farther off in 16 or 17 fathoms. 

But if necessary to anchor to the southward of Seskar Island, you must go no nearer 
to the reef on the east side than 5 fathoms, nor farther off than 8 or 9 fathoms ; for 
should you do so, you will quickly get into shallow Water of 2^ fathoms, and see the 
rocks above water to the southward ; but by observing these directions, you will have 
good ground, and may ride safe, having 5, 6, or 7 famoms water. 

South of the Seskar is the Middle Ground, a dangerous skocd^ with only 12 feet water : 
to the westward of that is the West Ground, a long and narrow reef stretchinff southerly 
as far as the Ingria Shore; and about 4 miles S.E. \ S. from the S.E. point of Lavensari, 
is a small rock tubove water, called Chaloda : and 4 miles S.W. by W. from the Chaloda 
Rock is the Rust Ground, with only 3 feet water over it ; S. by W. from this is the 
Ruttensari, with 5 feet over it : these tend to make the passage to the south of the 
Seskar dangerous. 

Having, therefore, as before directed, passed the Stone Grounds and Nervo Island, 
and obtained siffht of the Seskar Light, tnen sail on E. by S. i S., which wUl carry you 
clear of every oanger, passii^ the hght at about the distance of 6 miles, in 26, 20, 14, 
18, and 20 fathoms, and leaving at a considerable distance, on the larboard side, the 
Grecova Rock, on which is a red beacon, as mentioned before, near the entrance to 
Biorko Sound, and the Diamond Ground on your starboard. 

TBS DULMOlfD G&OUND ox STONES are three skaHow patches^ small, and 
placed in a triangular form : they are distinguished by three flags and a beacon ; near 
the south-western patch are 17 feet, and a blue flag and broom, with its branches . 
downward ; on the north-eastern patch 20 feet, and a white beacon and broom, with 
branches upward, bearing E.S.E. from Seskar Light, distant 12j^ mUes ; and on the 
80i\|;hem patch only 4 feet, and a red and a white flag : this is properly the Diamond 
Stone, and is very dangerous ; it bears E.S.E. \ S. from the Seskar Lieht ; from 
Dolgoiness Tower N.W. by W., 7 J miles ; and from StyrsUdden Tower S.W., distant 
16 miles. Having therefore proceeded in the foregoing E. by S. ^ S. direction, until 
you lose sight of the Seskar Light, you may be assured you have passed the Diamond 
Stone ; then alter your course to E. by S., and you will go midway between the Coasts 
of Carhelia and Ingria. There is now a tower erected oh Dolgoiness, 50 feet high, and 
another, with a staff and ball, on Stvrs Udden, 35 feet high : this latter is intend^ to be 
made into a lighthouse ; for as Seskar Light is lost sight of some time before that of 
the Tolbeacon is visible, and as in that space the current frequently runs with great 
force towards Wyburg Bay, vessels are often carried out of their course, and led into 
danger, which a light on Styrs Udden would effectually prevent. 

On the south side of the gulf a pyramid wooden beacon is erected, on the hill, called 
Strepiloff, with two shields on the top, in the form of a cross ; the p3rramid is painted 
white and the cross black. It is 45 feet in height, and 171 feet above the level of the 
sea, m latitude 59'' 58' 30'' N., longitude 29° 9' E. 

The channel now between these two points narrows considerably ; you will, however, 
have a clear passage and ^ood depth of water, 17, 16, and 15 fatnoms; the shores on 
each side are bold, and without danger. You will now soon perceive the Tolbeacon 
Jxed light before you, which, like the Seskar, is 88 feet high* and may be seen at the 
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distance of 15 miles. We have already said, that when neither of these lights are 
risible, your situation must be to the eastward of the Diamond Stones; therefore, having 
made the Tolbeacon Light, your course will be E.S.E., which will convey you clear 
between the Tolbeacon, and the London Chest Shoals : this latter is a bank stretching 
out 4 miles easterly from Krasnajagorka, with 1, 2, and 3 fathoms over it; at its 
extremity is a light- vessel, with three lights, whose bearing from the Tolbeacon Light 
is S. by W } W., distant 3 miles. A mSe and a half S.S.E. i E. from this is a white 
beacon and a broom, with the branches upward ; this is on the hook of the same shoal : 
the sand then bends in to the westward, and thence runs out to Cronstadt, making the 
channel at that place extremely narrow : on the edges of the sands, on both sides, are 
beacons marking out their boundary. On your larboard side you will also observe a red 
beacon to the southward of the Tolbeacon ; this is placed on the south side of a 8?ioal 
of 1 1 feet water. When you are in the fairway for Cronstadt, and it bears E. by S. J S., 
run on in that direction until the highest crane on Cronstadt Mole comes in one with 
the magazine in Cronslott, or until me fortress standing in the water is opposite to the 
entrance of the Merchant's Mole ; keep this course tillyou are abreast of St. John*s 
Battery, about a mile below the town, then edge on to the northward until you o^n 
the Eastern Crane dear of Cronslott ; then keep mid-channel, the passage here being 
130 fathoms wide. Three cables' length from St. John's Battery is a red flag, in 
4| fathoms : the shoal here has from 13 to 15 feet water, the shoalest part bearing 
N.N.W. J W. from the flag* At ite corner of Cronstadt Castle is a white flag, or beacon^ 
within which are 3 fathoms, hard rocky ground. From Cronstadt to the southern 
channel of the river Neva, the course is E. ^ S., distant 12 miles. 



The following Extracts are from the " Obsebvations on the Navigation 
OF THE Baltic and Gulp op Finland to St. Petbbsburg, with the 
Customs of the Trade;** by the Commander of a British Merchant- Ship : 
in the Nautical Magazine, 1841, and will he found useful to a stranger 
visiting St. Petersburg:''^ — 

" The Book of Directions, accompanying Norie's chart of the Gulf, is very good, — 
gives a very excellent account of the snocSs^ beacons^ &c., and contains all that I could 
say on the subject. One very beneficial alteration ought, however, to be made in 
lighting the Gulf, and I am surprised those navigating it have not already represented 
the matter to the Russian Adnuralty. Instead of having two lights on the north end 
of Hoogland, I think there should only be one, and one placed on the south end of the 
island; the latter being a much clearer passage, more direct, and not having so many 
shoals in its vicinity as the north end, especiMly since a light was established on Roth- 
scar: with a light on the south end of Hoogland, vessels might pass the island in all 
safety. On coming upwards, and approaching the Narrows, between Styrs Udden and 
Dolgoiness, the land is plainly perceived on either side, and the shore clear; a-head 
the Tolbeacon lighthouse will soon be perceived on the lower extremity oif the island 
of Cronstadt. 

*^ Passing upwards between the Tolbeacon and London Chest shoal, and hems guided 
in the fairway by the white flags on the starboard, and the red flags on the larboard 
hand, a look-out must be kept for the outer guard-ship, which is a frigate, riding from 

" '*' So many stories are related in England, by the masters of vessels trading to Russia, 
of the oppression of the custom-house regulations, and tyranny of the various officers in the 
execution of their duty, that I went to St. Petersburg very much prejudiced against the place and 
all connected with it. I left it, however with a very different opinion. I can safely Kay, that 
in the many countries I have visited, and amongst all the authorities I have been temporarily 
subjected to, I have never met with more civ^ty and consideration than I did in Russia. 
I certainly treated every one I had to do business with in a civil and respectfid manner, but I 
never gave a single rouble as as bribe; the attention, therefore, that I met wi^ did not proceed 
from interested motives. A great many of the difficulties which are constantly ansing to 
British Masters' of vessels, and the authorities, proceed, in my opinion, from both parties being 
ignorant of the languages."

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one to four miles distant from Cronstadt, carrying a blue flag at tlie fore. The goRrd- 
ship must on no account be* passed, but the ressel hoYe*to» or anchored, just neibre 
she comes abreast of her. Any contravention of this law, ^tfaer in going up to or 
•coming down from Cronstadt, subjects the party transgressing to a fine, which is 
invariably exacted. Having hove-to, or anchored, close to the guard-ship, her boat 
will soon come alongside to inquire into the health of the crew, &c.- The officer, on 
cominff on board, wiU sign the Sound pass, demand the bills of lading in duplicate, 
whidi ne will enclose in an envelope and seal with his seal, at the same tune requertiiig 
the master to seal it with his. The master will also sign an acknowledgment of the 
exact number of bills of lading. All letters must also he shown, either in the master's 
possession, or that of any passenger, or other person on board. He must also declare 
whether there is any powder on board; if so, it must be delivered to the proper officer 
jxrevious to entering the Mole. It must be noticed, that duplicate bills of lading are 
mdispensably necessary; but all shipmasters coming to Cronstadt diould provideUiem* 
selves with a third copy, which they will find very useful in expediting the vessel's 
being entered at the custom-house. 

''*' Being cleared by the g^ard-ship, the vessel will proceed towards the Mole, which is 
readily distinguished, keeping in the channel by observing the flags on either side; and 
on nearing tl^ entrance to the Mole, anchor as near as convenient. The custom-house 
boat and officers will soon come on board, for the purpose of sealing up the hatchways, 
which should be previouslv cleared for that purpose; loose bulk-heacb, and any place 
havinff communication with the hold. All parceb, whether in the biUs of lading or not, 
must be given up to be sealed. The officers will then deliver you a note, containing 
the numtor of seals placed on the vessel, and declare her at liberty to be hauled into 
the Mole. This the mate may proceed to do, procuring, when he enters, a pilot to 
point out the vessel's berth, and to clear the way. It is advisable to cause the car- 
penter to nail small pieces of board over the seals, to prevent their being injured, as 
any breaking, or even defacing of them, is visited by a heavy fine. 

" The nuister must now proceed to the inner guard-ship, a small hulk lying inside the 
Mole, and close to the entrance on the left hand. There he must show the»ound pass, 
powder note, and list of crew,^ (]^uantity of ballast declared, if anv, &c. He will then 

Eroceed to another hulk, adjoimng the one last mentioned, which is used as a sort of 
ranch custom-house, and occupied by the officers of customs, answering to our tide- 
surveyors, &c. ; then the sealed note containing bills of lading, letters, &c., must be given 
up. Ihe master wiH then proceed to the office of J. Bookbb, £s(}.. Her Britannic 
'Majesty's Yioe-Consu], and sole agent for all British vessels tradm^ to Cronstadt, 
and i^nt for all the merchants in St^ Petersburg receiving or shipping produce in 
Britifi£ vessels.* There he will enter the vess^s name, port, &c. ; she is also put 
on a list, as in turn, for a lighter to discharge. Next proceed to the custom-house, 
taking with you the ship's register, list of crew, and, if you have it, a third copy of bills 
of lading; when Mr. B.'s clerk wiU prepare the declaration, whidb must be done 
with care, and information for preparing wnich had better be obtained before arriving 
hk port. It must contain a list of all stores, provisions, &c., on board, as well as any 
^Bew or unused clothes, natural or artificial curiosities, &c.; any triflii^ article, if at aU 
unusual, found on boftrd when the vessel is searched, and not inserted in the declara- 
ilaon, will subject the master to a heavy fine, besides the confiscation of tiie article. 
After the lapse of a few hours, the ensign must be hoisted at the main ; the <^cers 
will then come on board and search the vessel: when this is done, the dischiEurge may 
be commenced, so soon as a lighter can be procured. The officer on board will remove 

* • * ■ t 
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' *^rfaave never been in any oonntry where business is conducted by British merchants in 
so ariistocratic and exdusive a manner as in Russia. On aniving in Cronstadt; the diip-maSter 
must put himself tmder the hands of one man: the merdiants only acknowledge one agent; 
the stranger has no recourse to any other, no remedy if he feels aggrieved bv the agentfs con- 
duct. I am not now alluding to the present agent, but to the system on which he acts. On 
the contrary, Mr. Booker, the present factotnm, is a venerable and highly resectable gentle- 
man,' who has, for many years, conducted the business in such a manner as to gain almost 
nmversal satisfaction; mdeed, I never saw an establishment where business is conducted so 
systematically, or attended to so promptly. Mr. Booker bemg also British Vice-Consnl, has his 
own share of annoyances. Whenever an apprentice is chMtised by his master, or a sailor 
turns lazy, and quarrels with the mate about his grub or his grog, they instantly appeal to 
^r. Booker, whose patience, on some occasions, is very severely tried.** 
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die seal0 from the hftlcbwaj^s, previous to dischai^ng; and every day, on the discharge 
bem^ 'finished, the vessel will be visited hy the proper officer, who will seal all up again. 
In discharging or loadb^ ^m lighters, where hatchways are sealed up, never permit 
any of the crew to break 4he seals: this must oidv be done by the proper officer, other- 
wise the vessel will be subject to a heavy fine. The vessel being discharged, by hoisting 
the eataga at tiie fore, <ihe clearing-officer will come on board. A strict search is now 
made, the dedaration formerly made at the custom-house produced, and every thing 
on board is expected to correspond with it. If there is a greater quantity of wine, 
cigars, spirits, or olher stores on board than the law allows, they will be removed to 
the custom-house stores under seal. At any future period, if a supply is wanted, it can, 
^ without any difficulty, be procured, by getting an order from the officer in the floating 
custom-house. 

^^ The ship being ready to receive cargo, a note will be sent on board by the agent, 
stating that a lighter is arrived, her number, &c. The master or mate wiU then pro- 
ceed to the floatmg custom-house, and request the cocket for the goods (called SLyerlick), 
which, being first entered in a book, and that book signed by the receiver, is delivered. 
The craft may then go alongside the vessel; and when ready to discharge, an^ officer 
must be procured from the floating custom-house to take off the seals from tiie lighter's 
hatchway. Should the cargo come down in a barge, or cutter (as they are called), 
the yeriick will be procured at tJie same place as before named, and on being taken to 
the officer stationed at the booms, between the vessel and the landing-place, will be 
signed by him ; the craft may then proceed alongside, and discharge, without furthtf 
ceremony. A few days bcfifore the vessel is loaded, request the agent to procure the 
outward pass from St. Petersburg. Without this precaution the vessel may be delayed 
when otherwise ready for sea. 

** When loaded, take all the yerlicks for the cargo, as well as the provision yeriick 
(which will have been procured, on arrival, from the agent's clerk, to enable the vessel's 
stores to be taken on board), and proceed to the floating custom-house. Then a 
manifest will be made out, which, when ready, will be carried to the agent's office. 
Bills of lading must now be signed, and the cash account settled with the cash-keeper; 
which being done, the pass and manifest wHl be carried to the clerk at the custom- 
house, when, the trifling duties exacted on the ship's stores being paid, in about two 
hours the pass will be delivered*^ It must then be taken to the floating custom-house, 
where its contents are entered in a book; thence taken to the inner guard-ship, and 
signed by the captain of the port; which being done, the vessel is at liberty to haul out 
and proceed to sea. On approaching the outer guard-ship, care must be taken to 
heave-to in time; when llie pass is signed by the officer, s^l may be made for ElsinOre, 
where, on arrival, the pass, bills of lading, &c., being taken on shore, the vessel will 
soon be cleared for her destination." 



REGULATIONS AND ORDERS, 

PUBLISBED BT ORDBB OF THE BUdSIAN ADMIRALTY. 



MEBCHANT-YESSELS ffoing to Cronstadt at night, must strictly observe not to 
pass the guard-ship, but to andior near to her: this is always a frigate, lying at anchor 
m the faurway,. about 3 qr 4 miles from Cronstadt, and may be known by her carrying 
a light in the main- top. 

All foreign merchant-ships, thoi^gh well-armed, passing by a Russian cruizer or 
castle, must strike their top-siuls ;* and if any should refuse to do so, they are to fire a 
gun at him, for which shot such master shall be obliged to pay a ducat; and if he 
should still offer to resist, then they shall fire at him again, and for the second shot he 
shall be obliged to pay three ducats. 



* This Ib the originaT notice; but of late, such has not been strictly observed. — ^Hoisting their 
colours m general suffices. 
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All foreign ships comiiiff from sea must steer up directly to our cruisers, and stop, 
in order to receive from t£em these instructions, and must not offer to pass by them 
upon any pretence whatever; if any should offer to pass by, our cruizers are to fire at 
them; and for every shot the;^ will be obliged to pay a ducat. They must also receive 
on board a pilot from the cruizers; and if any oner to sail without a pilot, they shall 
be compelled to pa^ 15 dollars. If any person should sail without a puot, and chance 
to run upon any of His Majesty^s shiDS, and damage the same, he will be obliged to 
make all the losses good, to the frill value, unless it nappen in time of storm, and not 
through the master^ negligence; in such case, he shall be free from all penalty. 

As soon as the master comes to anchor, or fastens his ship at the appointed place, 
he is immediately to deliver (if he has one) a list of the names of all his 8mp*8 crew and 
passengers, as also an account of the cargo, to the officers who shall come and require 
the same of him, without any concealment, upon penalty of a forfeit, according to the 
sea-laws of Russia. 

No foreign vessels shall lie upon their own anchors in the Road of Cronstadt, but 
must be made fast to the anchors of one fluke, which are laid for that purpose, from 
St. John*s Battery for half a verst distance above the Man-of- War's Haven. — N.B. To 
act according to uie above article when the anchors are laid. 

The masters of merchant-ships, before they come with their ships into the haven, 
must unload their powder, and other combustible things, at the place appointed for the 
same, whence they can take it on board again when ready to depart. 

The vessels which are loaded with unslacked lime, must keep themselves at a great 
distance from other ships; neither must they offer to approach, or come near, or fasten 
to, any of the ships, but must be unloaded m a safe ana secure place, upon penalty of 
confiscation of the ship and goods, and corporal punishment of the master, according to 
the crime. 

Foreign ships must not lie between Cronslott and the Man-of- War*s Haven without 
very great necessity ; and if by a calm, or contrary winds, they should be obliged to 
come to an anchor, they must stay no longer than they can, and either by warping or sails, 
bring the ships a quarter of a mile, or farther, past the Man-of- War's Haven to the east- 
wf^ or westward of Cronslott, as they shall nnd most convenient, but never to lie near 
the Man-of- War's Haven. 

Foreigners must not offer to come near, or enter, our forts, store-houses, or the Man- 
of- War's Haven, upon any pretence whatsoever, even of repairing their ships; but if 
any one shall have occasion for any thin^, then such must apply to the commander-in- 
chief, or to the captain of the port, who is to supply all foreigners with what they shall 
have occasion for, according to their desire, without any hindrance, they paying money 
fixr the same. 

Foreigners are forbidden (on this side the Birch Islands to Cronstadt and St. Peters- 
burg, as also in the river) to throw out their ballast, except in places appointed for tibe 
same, which shall be shown them by the captain of the port : and masters are obliged 
to order their men to have always m readiness two tubs or baskets on board, wherein 
they must put all dirt and sweepings from the deck, between decks, and in the hold, in 
order to be carried ashore, and emptied in the places appointed for the same; and if 
any should be found to act contrary to this, such masters shall be obliged to pay, for 
every shovelfull thrown out, 100 dollars for the first time; and, for the second time, 
the ship will be confiscated. The same is to be understood of all havens, rivers, roads, 
and all the ports belonging to the empire of Russia. 

If any foreign master with his anchors should happen to draw out any anchors or 
cables that have been lost by Russians or foreigners, ne must immediatdy acquaint the 
captun of the port of the same, for which he shall have the third part of the value 
thereof: and it it prove of no use, it will be restored to hifn that found it; but if any 
should conceal the same, and afterwards be discovered, then he will not only be obliged 
to restore the same, but likewise to pay double what it costs when new. 

All masters and other commanders of vessels, upon arrival in this port, are obliged 
to go to the captain of the port to ^et vessels for the unloading of their ballast; and, 
for as many lasts of ballast as shall be unloaded out of the vessels, to pay half-a-dollar, 
or sixty-two and a half copecks, Russian money, for each last; that is to say, to pay 
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for BO more lasts ih&n are really found at unloading of the vessels, and at the appointed 
places. 

Masters of ships must unload their ballast into the vessels appointed for that purpose 
with their own men, and must let down a sail-cloth into the vessel wherein they unload 
the same, that none of it may drop into the water, upon penalty of paying 21 dollars. 
When unloaded, the said vessels, with the ballast, must be carried to the appointed 

E laces by their own men, where it and the vessels are to be received by the custom- 
ouse servants, and by them to be unloaded; and neither the masters of ships, nor 
V their men, are to be obliged to unload the ballast out of these vessels. 

It is forbidden for masters of all sorts of vessels to unload ballast, without notice 
being first given to the captain of the port, upon penalty of 10 dollars; but masters 
must first acquaint the captain of the port, whose duty it is to show the place where 
the ballast must be unloaded; and they must likewise be informed by the said captain 
from what place they are to take their ballast when wanted. 

It is also forbidden to unload the ballast at night, undeSr the penalty of 100 dollars. 

If the merchantmen should have occasion for vessels to unload their ballast, they 
must demand them from the captain of the port, who has orders to let them be hired 
to the merchants for half-a-dollar per last; and if any other particular persons are 
willing to undertake such a work with their own vessels, they are likewise to receive 
for their labour half-a-dollar per last. 

All masters of merchant- vessels lying at an anchor in the ports and roads where 
there are none of the one-fluked anchors, must have at their anchors buoys and buoy- 
tops; and all masters not regarding this article must pay 20 dollars. 

Ships drawing above 8 feet of water, English measure, must not come up to 
St. Petersburg, but lie at anchor in the Merchant's Haven by Gronstadt, to unload 
so much of their cargo till they be lightened to 8 feet water as above. 

When masters of ships are loading and unloading their cargo, at that time nobody 
must smoke tobacco, either above or below the decl^, nor in the hold; no pitch or tar 
must be boiled in the cook-room ; and in the evening, betwixt 8 and 9 o'clock, the fire 
must be extinguished. If the captain desires, in the night-time, to have a candle or 
lamp lighted in his cabin, he is to have it on a flat candlestick, filled up with water, 
that no bad accident may happen therefrom. As for pitch or tar, it must be boUed 
ashore in a boat or float. 



All commanders of foreign vessels coming into this port, having passengers on board. 




without first acquainting the College of Admiralty, upon the penalty of 50 dollars ; 
and if any should knowingly offer to carry away any malefactor, he is liable to sufiTer 
the same punishment as such malefactor did deserve, and the ship shall be confiscated ; 
as also, if any should offer to carry away any prisoner of war, his ship likewise will 
be confiscatea. 

Masters are obliged to give strict charge to their men, that every thing appertaining 
to them may be diSy perrormed in their absence from the ships ; because by that they 
cannot excuse themselves, in case their men should do any thing contrary to these 
R^ulations, and must be answerable for all, as being commanders of the ships. 

When foreign sailors do any thing contrary to these Regidations, without the know- 
ledge of the said masters, and the said masters, by these Regulations, being obliged to 
pay the penalty for the same, acquittances will be given for money received for an 
offence committed by their men, and not by the said masters, by which receipt tjiey 
may be enabled to recover the same with satisfaction in their own country. 



84 REGULATIONS, &c.— BEARINGS AND DISTANCES. 



The following Regidatums have been published at St Petersburg, 

FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF FOREIGN TRADE TO THE CUSTOMS 

OF ST. PETERSBURG. 



1. Whereas a detention very frequently occurs at some ports during the shipment of 
Russian ffoods, in consequence of the observance of an existing custom, that the usual 
ronline of business is not followed up on Sundays and holidays, and complaints have 
been made in consequence; further, uiat occasionally masters of vesseb and the pro- 
prietors of goods render themselves liable to be fincKi, by n^lecting to make entry or 
declaration of goods within the prescribed period, when the arrival of the vessel has 
occunred during the forenoon or evening of a holiday, or the time limited by law for 
maldng such entry or report expires on a holiday; in conscKjuence whereof, this 
Department has resolved, that busmess shall likewise proceed in its accustomary course 
on Sundavs and holidays, when the captains or owners of the goods are desirous that 
such should be the case. 

2. Whereas complaints have been made to the Department for Forei^ Trade, on 
account of the tardiness with which the shipment of goods is carried into effect, which 
is attended with detriment to the shipper of the same, as well as to the masters of the 
vessels ; and, further, that it occasionally occurs during the autumn, vessels which have 
still had time to proceed to sea had they been provided with declarations of the goods 
loaded from St. Petersburg, but in consequence of the non-receipt of the cocket, or 
clearance of payment, they could not be fiilly laden, and therefore have been obliged 
to winter at Cronstadt : in order to prevent such an occurrence, the Department orders 
that the Department for Russian goods to be shipped in Cronstadt, on the manifesto of 
the lighters, shall keep an account of the quantity laden in each vessel, in the mean- 
time, (but after the completion of the shipment of these goods,) to finish the chai^ng 
of the Customs imposts, m order that the vessels may be enabled, after the following 
transmission of the cockets or clearance, to take their departure, and leave the harbour 
without being delayed, and sufiiciently early to set sail. When, however, a detention 
takes place in dispatching the cockets or clearances, in consequence of the commimica- 
tion being interrupted, which, in the meantime, should not occur without important 
reasons, in such cases liie vessels shall not be detained; but upon a computation having 
been made of the requisite dues to the Customs, security shall be given m Cronstadt by 
the agent there, untu the final adjustment of matters is effected. 

8. Several captains of merchant- vessels have made complaints that they have been 
treated with too much severity on account of trifling matters. If such has sometimes 
been the case, it was contrary to the intention of the Supreme Board of Administration, 
or through s(»ne misimderstanding. The authorities have doubtless in view the check- 
ing of smugglinj^ as much as possible ; but they never intended that undue severity 
should be exercised. The Board will therefore take the necessary measures to prevent 
such inconveniences in future.
